INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
MONDAY, NOVEMBER 19, 2001- 0800 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was light nationwide. One new fire was contained
in Southern Area. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in
Indiana, Kentucky, North Carolina, and Virginia.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

LARMON, National Forests of North Carolina. A Type 1 Incident Management
Team (Humphrey) is assigned. This fire is 2.5 miles northeast of Hot
Springs, NC. All control lines have been burned out, resulting in the
increase in total acreage.

EASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. This complex of
34 fires is located in six counties surrounding Betsy Lane, KY, and is
under a unified command with a Type 1 Incident Management Team (Ferguson)
and Kentucky Division of Forestry (Andersen). Four new fires were reported
yesterday. Containment/confinement was achieved on 31 of the 38 fires
within the complex. A coal tailing pile has ignited and the Office of
Surface Mining has been notified. Helicopters continue water drops in
support of initial attack of new fires.

DISTRICT 2 RIDGECREST, Tennessee Division of Forestry. A Type 1 Incident
Management Team (Raley) is assigned. A projected wind event today could
seriously affect containment expectations. Structure protection/evacuation
plans have been developed with assistance from the Red Cross, Tennessee
Emergency Management Authority and Sevierville County Sheriff"s Office.
Night time burn out activities were successful in stopping spread of fire
toward nearby structures.

REDBIRD FALL FIRES, Daniel Boone National Forest. A Type 1 Incident
Management Team (Bateman) is working under a unified command with the
Kentucky Division of Forestry. This complex of fires is located nine miles
east of Manchester, KY. Three new fires were reported in the complex.
Crews continue rehabilitation of dozer lines and steep sections of
handline.

SHARP, Great Smoky Mountains National Park. A Type 2 Incident Management

Team (Hill) is assigned. This fire started 11/10, and is within the Great
Smoky Mountains National Park and on private land. No new information was
reported. This will be the last report unless new information is received.

KENTUCKY RIVER COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Sloan) is assigned. This complex is located in nine
counties surrounding Hazard, KY. Seven new starts occurred yesterday. Two
of the largest fires (Altro 2 - 900 acres, and New Tribe - 213 acres) were
contained yesterday. The National Guard continues to provide support with
helicopter bucket drops.



SOUTHEASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2
Incident Management Team (Farson) is assigned. This complex of fires is
near Pikeville, Manchester and London, KY. Six new fires were reported
yesterday totalling of 568 acres.

NORTH END COMPLEX, Cherokee National Forest. This complex is located near
Johnson City and covers the northern division of the Cherokee National
Forest from the Great Smoky Mountain National Park to the Virginia border.

CLINCH MT., Virginia Department of Forestry. This fire is near Gate City,
VA. Crews are making good progress on mopup.

OUTLOOK:

A cold front will move from Illinois, Missouri and Arkansas into Kentucky,
Tennessee and Louisiana today as a trough of low pressure moves into the
east. High pressure will move eastward out over the Atlantic ocean.
Southwest winds will develop ahead of the cold front and will increase and
become gusty. Any appreciable rain along the front will be confined to
western Kentucky and Tennessee, Arkansas and northern Louisiana and
Mississippi, otherwise the front will bring cloudy skies and cooler
temperatures. Texas and Oklahoma will have strong northerly winds 20 to 30
mph. The very southeast portion of the Southern Area will have one more



day of mild weather before the cold front pushes southward. Temperatures
will be in the 50s in Texas and Oklahoma and along the cold front, 65 to
75 in advance of the cold front over the southeast and the upper 70s and
lower 80s in Florida. Minimum relative humidity will be 35 to 45 percent,
except 45 to 60 percent along the coast and behind the cold front and 70
to 90 percent ahead of the cold front. Winds will be from the southwest 5
to 10 mph increasing to 15 to 20 mph in advance of the cold front,
otherwise north winds 20 to 30 mph with higher gusts in the wake of the
cold front over Texas and Oklahoma. Precipitation amounts of 1/10 to 1 /4
inch are possible over western Kentucky and northwest Tennessee and less
than 1/10 inch further south and west of the cold front.
